General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


The  Hospitals,  Clinics,  Treatment  Centres  and  Ambulance 
facilities  are  fully  described  in  the-  Report  for  1938.  No  changes 
in  these  have  occurred  since  then. 

This  Area  is  one  of  the  Reception  Districts  for  Evacuees  under 
the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme.  A  certain  number  of  the 
Evacuees  were  found  on  arrival  and  afterwards  to  be  suffering  from 
contagious  diseases  such  as  Scabies,  Impetigo  and  Verminous  con¬ 
ditions.  The  milder  cases  were  treated  in  their  billets  but  the 
severer  cases  were  accommodated  either  at  the  Sick-Bay  in  Welling¬ 
ton  Urban  District  (sanctioned  for  this  purpose  and  equipped  for 
13  beds  by  the  Ministry  of  Health)  or  accommodation  was  found  for 
them  at  Taunton  Isolation  Hospital  or  the  Public  Assistance  Insti¬ 
tutions  in  Taunton  and  Wellington.  There  has  been  no  noticeable 
increase  in  the  amount  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  the  district  as  the 
result  of  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Suppey. — This  wras  fully  described  with  a  chemical 
analysis  in  the  Report  for  1938. 

During  the  year  an  additional  oil  engine  and  plunger  pumps 
have  been  installed  at  Payton.  The  engine  is  a  Ruston  &  Hornsby 
horizontal  crude  oil  of  17  B.H.P.  and  the  pumps  have  a  lifting 
capacity  of  6,000  gallons  per  hour  to  a  height  of  178  yards  of  5  inch 
main  direct  to  the  Rockwell  Green  towers.  To  install  this  engine 
and  pumps  the  pump  house  had  to  be  enlarged .  The  cost  of  the 
work  was  ^479  10s.  engine  and  pumps,  ^217  enlargement  of  pump 
house,  ^20  legal  and  loan  charges,  making  a  total  of  £710  10s. 
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SEWAGE  disposal. — The  Sewage  Works  were  reconstructed  in 
1935-36  and  fully  described  in  the  Report  for  1935,  but  since  then 
it  has  been  found  that  the  Sludge  Beds  then  installed  do  not  function 
satisfactorily  in  winter  owing  to  the  rise  of  the  subsoil  water  result¬ 
ing  in  the  sludge  refusing  to  dry  out  to  a  fit  state  for  removal. 

The  Council  therefore  decided  to  recondition  the  four  old  beds 
which  were  originally  used  for  storm  water,  but  under  the  1935- 
1936  reconstruction  scheme  were  disused,  a  stormwater  tank  having 
been  constructed.  The  sludge  is  pumped  on  to  these  beds  through 
a  3  inch  rising  main  from  the  pump  house  to  where  the  drainage 
water  from  the  beds  is  concentrated  in  an  existing  chamber.  As 
these  beds  are  at  a  higher  level  than  the  ones  before  in  use  they  are 
not  subject  to  the  disadvantages  of  the  former  and  can  be  used  during 
the  winter  months  while  the  others  are  kept  for  use  throughout  the 
summer . 

It  was  also  decided  to  introduce  electric  lighting  to  the  Attend¬ 
ant's  House  and  to  various  salient  points  on  the  works,  but  owing 
to  the  war  and  the  black-out  this  has  been  held  in  abeyance. 

The  works  were  prepared  and  carried  out  under  the  Engineers, 
Messrs.  Parker  Pearson  and  Ross  Hooper,  at  a  contract  price  of 
^492  8s.  8d.,  and  the  provisionally  accepted  tender  for  electric  light 
was  f53  16s.  lid.

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Meat  and  Other  Foods. — The  usual  routine  inspections  of 
Meat  and  of  Slaughter-houses  were  carried  out  under  the  Public 
Health  (Meat  Regulations),  1924-1935.
